jACK?ovvn.r,E, Fla., Jan. 21. — The 
Onbans here lmv« rfct'ivcd a full roport 
of another butchcrtiig raid by Span- 
iards, one of the most cruel yet report- 
ed, ilnoe Weyler began Ub bloody work, 
Fire hundred patrioti, nnder oommand 
of Oolonel Franoiioo de Panlo, daabed 
into San Mignel de Padrone, Havana 
proyiuoe, Satorday night. The Spanish 
garriBon, consisting of 600 men, with 
drew from the town without firing t 
Kon. The CabanH held possession for 
uiree hoars, looting the stores, pnblic 
bolldings and many of the residencos 
oocnpied by BponiBh families. They 
capttired the mayor and forced him to 
deliver the tax money in his possession, 
amounting to $3,000. After flriug the 
bosineM portion of the town ana mv 
end priTat* iMidfliioM the Oabaoi with 
draw. 

As soon as they withdrew the inhab- 
itantst-men, women and children 
busied themselTeB trying to eztingoish 
the flaoMS and saving th«r effr ets, 

While thns engaged the Spanish focoes 
retaxnod, and, it ii alleged, opened flro 
on the men, women and children who 
were fighting the flames. Volley irfter 
volley was jxrared into the helpless in- 
habitants, many of whom, in tneir ter' 
ror, nshed into the borning houses and 
were cremated. The Spaniards then 
chazged with their baronets throngh 
the streets, sparing neither women nor 
children, bat piercing them throngh 
withoat mercy. 

Forty persons \|rere killed oatright, 18 
of whom were women and children 
Sixty others were woonded, some of 
them fatally. Nearly 100 petaons fell 
victims to the cmel batchers, 

In reporting the affair the Spanish 
commander, it is said, stated that the 
Onbans attacked the town, bat were re- 
polsed with heavy loss. He then adds 
that 12 of the iuhaldtalltB WSrs kUMby 
Cuban bullets. 

DILOADO 18 DEAD. 

Vke Bartay ViDiut* c<>rr«»pon<ieiit Bpsathei 

His iMt In Prison. 

Washimoton. Jan. 21.— OodsoI Qen 
eral Lee has tekgraphed the state de 
partment that thei American, Henry 
Delgado, correspondont of the New Yorlt 
Mail and Express, who has been a pris 
oner in Havana, died in the hospital 
there Tuesday night. 

Henry Delgado's homo was at Had 
son, JH. Y. General Fitahngh Lee had 
int e re s ted himself to the utmost in the 
case of the nnf ortnnate. l>e]gado was 
oaptored by the Spaniards while he was 
mng ill in an insmgent hospital in 
Pinar del Bio, in December last. Yrom 
that place he was bn)nght to San Am 
brosio hospit il, which is set apart for 
political pnsOiiers. 

The immediate cause of Delgado's 
death wat an abscess of the stomach, 
which refused to yield to treatment. 
Con^iol General Lee s reports show that 
the man had the best of attention ever 
since bin c.i.se was brought to l is atten 
tion. Dr. Burgess, the resident inspect- 
or of the United States marine hospital 
service in Havana, was defliguated to 
attend tlie sick man and thi' Spanish 
authorities at the rtxiuest of General 
Lee furnished the bt^st ivccomn odations 
in the hospital that were obthinable uu 
der the circumstances. 

Delgado suffered horribly fi om neg 
leot, it is said, in the early stage.s uf liis 
ailment, before he was orroRtt d. For 
10 weeks he lay in a bare lint almost 
without attention. About De<'. 10 last 
he was found by the Spanish forces in 
Pinar del Rio, and sent under arrest to 
Havana. Upon discovering how ill he 
was the man was removed to San Am- 
brosio hospital, and sonic wfekH ago an 
operation was p«irfc)rined updii li.ni, the 
aoscees in the stomach being ( pent d. 
This failed to heal and the exht ostion 
that followed doabtleas was the omu* 
of death. 

Assistant Stt^retary Rockhill, upon re- 
ceiving the news of Delgado's death, 
promptly notified by telegraph his fam- 
uy in New York, and also informed 
them that they were at liber^ to have 
the remains removed from Ouba and 
shipped on the next steamer from there. 
yfoM. was also sent to the New York 
merchants who have interested them- 
s«1tss in the oase of the unfortunate 
'oorraq^dant

YELLOW FEVE R aT ^D SMALLPOX. 

DkMMM Thssateiis to Flay Greater Havoc 

Than Fire or Sword. 

Havana, Jan. 21.— There are now 
S,008 cases of smallpox in Havana. At 
Guanajay, in Pinar del Bio, which has 
only 10,000 inhabitants, there are 407 
cases. Yellow femr and malaria are 
also ravaging the country, and ft may 
be safely aflftrmed that the sanitary con- 
dition of Onba is a far greater danger to 
the United States* than the much feared 
bubonic plague of India. 

At the end of March the depressing 
warm weather begins here and then 
diseases of a oontegious nature spread 
twice as fast as during the winter. 

Cuba is now a focus of disease. The 
smallpox was introduced here by the 
200,000 soldiers from Spain. The Span- 
ish common people are not cleanly in 
their habits, and, moreover, they come 
to Cuba crowded by thousands into tlie 
dirty steamers of tlio Coinpania 
Transatlantica. in which no well bred 
American wonld travel. 

Under such conditions these soldiers 
land in this city, where there is no sew* 
erage system. 

There is no hope of improvement 
in tills state of things under Spanish 
domination. 

CUBA'S RESOURCES. 



She Could Bank With the Forpiiioet Coun- 
tries of th<> World. 

WARHnoTOir, Jan. SI.— In answer to 
what he conceives to be a popular de- 
mand on the port of the American peo- 
ple for information as to the productive 
jKiwiTS of Cuba, United Statu; Consul 
Hyatt at Santiago has supplied the state 
department with ap interesting report 
devoted entirely to a concise yet com- 
plete description of the enormous nat- 
ural resources of the Queen of the An- 
tilles. He says that Cuba should rank 
among the foremost communities of the 
world, and he believes she will soon at- 
tain this distinction, whenever a stable 
government and cheerful obedience to 
the powers that be present to the home- 
seeker and investor conditions that 
will make hona pUasaat and capital se- 
cure. 

The iron mines, overshadowing in 
importance all other industries in the 
eastern section of the island, constitute 
the only industry that lias made any 
pretense to standing up against tlie 
shock of the present insurrection. Two 
of>mpani(is (American) have a capital of 
ov r $.-.,000,(M)0 and employ from 800 to 
1,40 ) nu n, sliipping their rich ores to 
the Unitttl States. American capital 
opened ' n antranese mine at Ponnpo 
and built a railroad to it, but after 
shipping one cargo the mi'ics were 
stoppwl by the insurgents. Tiie cotftv 
plantations were just gctti.'ix nict ly 
started when the present rebellion 
broke out, and there will, s-ays the con 
sul, probably be but a few, if any, cof' 
fee plantations remaining when the 
struggle ends.

An American Killed In the Monntalas mt 
Mraleo. 

Pomona, Cal., Jan. 81.— Henry Gray, 
who recently went to Maratlaiid, Mex., 
to visit his brother, Joseph Gray-, a well 
known gold miner of Arizona, and a 
(.'rudnate of the State University of 
California, writes that the latter ha.s 
been murdered in the mountains, 4 
miles from Masatland. Joseph had 
been in Mexico two years looking after 
his mining interests, which ho had in 
(•(inn(\-tion with Richard (Jird, the 
suRar beet millionaire of ("hiiia. Last 
OcLoher he found what seemetl a very 
vm1ii;i1)1o gold mining i)rospect in the 
nionntains near Mazatland, but because 
of the mining laws, by which it is liard 
for aliens tfi make (claims to discovered 
mines, he kept flu' location of his find 
secret, and waited until intlnontial and 
wealthy American capitalists sliould 
arrive from tlio ('ityof Mexico to aid 
hiiu. 

(I'ray kept his secret well, thou;.,'li 
wlu never he had occasion to go to tht 
mountains he was stealthily followed 
by some Mexicans. The last seen of 
him was early Chri.''tmas morning, 
whi'ii he informed the hotelk(ieper that 
he was going to look over his mining 
property. f 

1'unrd.iys later his inntiliited liody 
was found in a canyon in tiie .'^an Lo- 
r<'nzo mountains. He had ( vidently 
been shot with a Winchester rifle. His 
head had been severed from his body 
and hidden in the bushes two miles 
further up the canyon. His clothes 
were cut away, so as to prevent idi'uti 
fication. The authorities in Mexico 
have been investigating the case, but 
they have not as yet found the least 
clew to the identity of the munlerers. 

Joseph Gray was born in Portland, 
Or., H5 years ago. He was brought u ;> 
in Sacramento, whore his relatives still 
reside. He wiis a first cousin of United 
States Senator Wolcott of Colorado, and 
is heir to |76,000 from an aunt in Ore 
goa. At the University of California 
he ranked high as a mineralogist. Ht 
leaves a wife and an infant son in Oak' 
land. He was one of the most success' 
ful young gold miners in oentnl Oregon 
live years ago. 

PORQER PLEADS GUILTY.

Seventeeii Families Afflicted 
With a Peculiar Malady. 



SOME ON THE VERQEOF DEiTH. 



They Can Vot Sleep or Hrst at Night and 
Keep I'IniiiK Away I'liltl Tliey Are Mere 
Skeletons— Five st MIddletown— Oemoa 
Ira Makes Threats OtNer Ohio SUte 

DlNpatclie*. 

Toledo, Jan. 21.— Richfield Outer, a 
little village in this county, 17 miles 
south of here, is in the midst of a genu- 
ine witchcraft scare. The little com- 
munity is composed principally of (4or- 
mans and are thoroughly convinced 
that they are being madi^ the victims of 
some witch or other agent of his satanic 
majesty. There are 17 fumiUes afllict- 
ed with the peculiar malady. The 
thing has been going on for nearly a 
month and some 80 persons are on the 
verge of death. 

Tlie peculiar malady seizes a whole 
family at a time from the youngest to 
the oldest. Tli(y can not sleep or rest 
at night, and keep inning uwav until 
tlu\v become mere skeletons. The symp- 
toms in all cases are similar. Several 
of those afflicted claim that they are be- 
ing constantly pursued by Mack cats, 
wiiich make faces and snarl at them. 
Some uf them al.s(j claim tliiit certain 
rooms in tlieir licises are infested with 
the strange evil spirit, wiiile other 
rooms are free from its intiueiice. 

A. M. Miller came to the city and re- 
ported the matter. He is a victim r,f 
the strange dise:i-ii\ juid lia<l to l)e car- 
ried to and from tlie carriaf,'e which 
coiivey<'d liiiii, owing to weakuess. His 
wife and four sons are down with the 
disease and are likely to die. 

Kielifield (Jenter is located 11) miles 
from a railroad station. Mr. Miller 
says tliat tlu^ (leople firmly believe the 
whole thing is the work or some witch 
whom they can not locate. 

Some of the horses, cattle, sheep and 
swine are victims of the disease. 

Till' people have burned their feather- 
beds and rt!sorted to other ancient 
methods in the hope of getting lid of 
the spell, but tliey claim they can not 
shake it otf . Physicians can not diag- 
nose the malady, but assure the patients 
that it is due to natural causes, possib^ 
resulting from an nnsanitary condition 
of the village.

abolished. And yet all of these cities 
are well paved and ligltted, with an ex- 
cellent system of sewerage and parka and 
all those features which make cities at- 
tractive and tend to reduce the deate 
rate ; while life and property are qoite as 
secure as in any American city which is 
Hnflering from high taxes and ring dom> 
iaation. 

"There is no secret about the way 

(;las<row is manajjed. Like every city in 
America, it is a corporation in which 
every citizen is a stockholder ; but unlike 
American cities, it is not controlled by 
political parlies for their own interest, 
rather than for the benefit of the stock- 
holders. Politics do not enter into the 
municipal management of Glasgow or any 
other Eumiiean t ity of note. Valuable 
franchises are owned and operated by the 
mnuicipalities for the benefit of the peo- 
ple, though in some cases they have been 
granted on conditions tliat the bene- 
ficiaries payjnto the <dty treasury a per- 
centage of their earnings. In .\meri('a, 
as a rule, valuable franchises are prac- 
tiealljr given away. 

"There are a good many useful leseont 
we can learn from the Old World, and by 
no means at least valuable is that which 
pertains to municipal goveinment."

The latest dorioe for bringing to 
I nauf?ht ho ill direetrd energy of tho 
thiof wl.o presents a pistol to the head 
of bank offlcials ii\ broad daylight and 
during basiness hcurs is reported from 
the west. This species of criminal au- 
dacity is getting to be psinfnlly com- 
mon of late, the nsnal plan being for 
the bandit to select un opportune mo- 
ment, when lots of money is in sight, 
and rush up to tho winrlow, thrust his 
pistol through the cashiur 'a opening and 
demand the fcmda on pain of instant 
death in oaaa of a refusal. The aystam 
devised for trapping this species of tbe 
gentry consists of a dr^ fitted in the 
floor in front of the pay window and 
BO nicely adjusted as to bo unnoticed ex- 
cept upon close examination. The drop- 
ping of tbe trap is effected by a knob 
on the inside and readily aooessible to 
tbe oasbier. Directly beneath tbe drop 
a shoot extends downward about six 
feet and converging to a point at tbe 
bottom. The Hides of this shoot are 
lined with spikes, which project inward 
and downward. When Mr. Robber stops 
to the window and makes hia demand, 
tie cashier grabs the money with ooa 
hand, as if to deliver it, says, "All 
rigJit, lioro you are," and with the oth- 
er turns the kuob tiiat unlatches the 
drop, when "down goes MoUinty," 
wedged into tbe shoot between the 
spikes, from which no amount of onrs- 
ing will extricate him, and the bank 
partition, being bulletproof, if he 
chooses to slioot, it only adds to the 
alarm already given by the bank'a offi- 
cials, which brings the police to bag 
tbe gamaao affectoally oanght— New 
Ideaa.
